I ars and coin, 
silver bars and coin, 
cocaine, cocoa leaves, ami goat skins. 
Guano aud nitrates arc sent from other 
ports, but the aggregate valuation of 
tho export from Peru to the United 
States is less than it was before the 
west coast war. 
Tho exports of guano, 
nitre, sugar, wool, or * and cotton from 
tin; same 
ports to the kingdom have 
averaged less than SIO,OOO,OOO a year 
since the treaty of Ancup. whereas be­ 
fore they ran as high as 8 - 1,000.000, ex­ 
clusive of guano and nitre. 
T he re­ 
ports received from England have aver­ 
aged So,OOO,OOO during tho same period, 
whereas in I S T T the amount was nearly 
$20,000,000 
These emoparisons dis­ 
close tin* complete exhaustion of Peru. 
Not only American trade, but English 
trade as well lias suffered from the par­ 
e s is of industrial energies produced by 
one of the most calamitous and unnec­ 
essary of South American wars.

N e w Y o r k , Ju n e IO.—The third case 
of genuine hydrophobia to be received 
at Bellevue hospital is that of Edmond 
Corriveau, 
who died 
there yesterday

nurse to kill him. 
Corriveau was a 
French Canadian about 30 years old and 
was a farm hand at Mapleville, R. 
I. 
About a month ago he was bitten in the 
arm by a small terrier. 
The dog was at 
once killed. 
The dangerous nature of 
the bito does not seem to have occurred 
to the victim until about live days ago, 
when a prickling sensation about the 
wound 
drew 
Corriveau's 
attention 
to it. 
On 
the 
following day ho 
found difficulty iii swallowing. 
Tho 
trouble with his throat increased so that 
tin1 man was thoroughly alarmed. 
He 
was advised to come to the Pasteur In­ 
stitute, and reached the city about mid­ 
night on Sunday. 
He went directly to 
Bellevue, and this morning rang Dr. 
Paul GlbieFs bell at 170 West Tenth 
street. 
After examining the bitten man 
Dr. Gilder declared that he was past 
help. 
Dr. Gibier pronounced it a genu­ 
ine case of hydrophobia, and said tho 
man must die. 
“ Had 
he rome to 
me three weeks ago,'* said Dr. Gibier 
to-day, 
“ I 
could 
have 
saved 
him, 
but as it was he was beyond tho reach 
of science.” 
The Iowa man whose physician wrote 
to Dr. 
Gibier arrived to-day and re­ 
ceived his first inoculation. His wounds 
consist of bites upon the thumb and iii 
dex finger of the loft hand. 
Ile was 
tot ton only four days ago. 
^ S i x of the seven illinois boys will be 
through with their treatment on Sunday, 
and will 
probably go 
home.

seventh may be delayed three or four 
days longer.

to receive in tho order they may ho 
offered, said vessel having storage room 
for the same, any cattle for transporta­ 
tion to a foreign country, the said cat­ 
tle being iii a sound condition suitable 
for transportation, and the shipper ten­ 
dering the reasonable freight therefor; 
or who shall make any contract or 
agreement creating a monopoly of the 
capacity of said vessel for carrying cat­ 
tle in violation of Die law governing 
and regulating tho duties and obliga­ 
tions of common carriers to the public, 
and providing against unjust discrimin­ 
ation between shippers.” 
Mr. Hoar a*ked whether Mr. Vest 
meant to assert that there was not to he 
a right to contract iii advance for the 
transportation of cattle bv lake, river, 
or ocean. 
Mr. Vest replied that wherever a 
contract was made legitimately and not 
for a monopoly—whoa it wa* made in 
the course of ordinary commercial trado 
—then, as a matter of course, tho bill 
would not apply. 
But when a contract 
was made for the whole capacity of a 
ship or a line of ships, that was a mo­ 
nopoly against which the bill was aimed. 
Sir. Halo moved to amend the bill by 
inserting the words, “ Not already con­ 
tracted for in g od faith by persons or 
parties having cattle for transportation 
at the date of such contract sufficient to 
occupy such storage room.” 
Mr. Vest opposed the amendment as 
one thai would entirely neutralize the 
bill. 
It was well known, he said, that 
one man controlled every foot of room 
ii every cattle ship to Great Britain, 
m d the amendment would simply say to 
th at man “Go on and make your con­ 
tract.” 
A whole steamship line was 
taken by Mr. Eastman, and it was done 
to control tho English market and shut 
out all the oilier cattle dealers of the 
United States. 
Tho result was that 
prices of cattle were put up and put 
down when this monopoly chose, be­ 
cause it controlled transportal ion.

The 
ordinance of baptism was adm inistered 
before the sermon and the sacrem ent 
of the Lord’s supper followed. 
Dr. 
Talm age’9 discourse was 
on 
“ All 
Troubles 
P ast,” 
from 
the 
text 
found in the third verse of the fourth 
chapter of Revelations: 
•-There was 
a rainbow round about the th ro n e.” 
T he sermon follows: 
As, after a night of fearful tem pest j 
at sea, one ship, more staunch 
than i 
the other, rides on undam aged am ong ; 
the fragm ents of spars and hulks th at 
float about, so old 
N oah’s 
ark, 
at 
the close ot the deluge, floats on over 
the wreck of a dead world. 
Looking 
out of the window of the ark, you see 
the planks of houses, and the sheaves 
of wheat and the carcasses of cattle, 
and the corpses of men. 
No tow er is 
left to toll the burial; no m ourners to 
form the line of procession; no ground 
in which to bury the dead. 
Sinking a 
a line 
twenty-seven feet 
long just 
touches the tops of the 
raountains- 
G hastliness and horror! 
The ark, in. 
stead of walking the sea, like a modern 
ship, in m ajesty and beauty, tosses 
helplessly; no helm to guide; no sail 
to set; no shore to steer for. 
Why 
prolong the agony of the good people 
in such a craft, 
when they m ight in 
one dash of the wave have been put 
out of their m isery? 
But at yonder spot in the horizon we 
see colors gathering in the sky; at just 
the opposite point in the horizon other 
colors are gathering. 
I find that they 
are tho two buttresses of an arched 
bridge. 
The yellow, the red, 
the 
orange, the blue, the indigo, the vio­ 
let are mingled, and by invisible hands 
the whole structure is hung into the 
sky, and the ark has a trium phal arch 
to sail under. An Angel of L ight swings 
his hand across tho sky, and iii tho 
seven prism atic colors lie paints with I 
pencil of sunbeam tho everlasting cov­ 
enant between God and every living 
creature. 
God lifted up th a t great 
arched bridge and set it over His own 
head in tho heaven. 
John saw it. for 
he says: 
“T here was a rainbow’ round 
about the throne.” 
I notice th at none but the people 
who were in the ark saw tho rainbow. 
It cast its shadow clear down into the 
w ater where the people were buried 
and lighted up the dead faces with a 
strange radiance, but they could not 
see it. 
So only those who are at last 
found iii Christ, the ark, will see the 
overspanning glories of the throne. 
* lienee you had better get into the ark! 
I As you call your family out at the close 
of the shower to show them tho sign 
[ in heaven, so I want you all at last to 
see the grander rainbow round about 
the throne. 
“Look there!” says Noah 
to his wife, 
“ at th at bow’ in the 
clouds; and, Shetn and Japhet, look! 
look!—the green, the yellow, the red. 
and the orange!” 
I should not won­ 
der if some of your own children in 
the good land should after a while cry 
out to you, 
“ Look, 
father! 
look, 
mother! 
there is a rainbow round 
about tho throne!” 
You had better 
get into tho ark, with all your fam i­ 
lies, if you want to sec it. 
I notice also th at the chief glory of 
God comes after the rain. 
No shower, 
no rainbow; no trouble, no brightness 
of C hristian consolation. W eavers are 
sometimes, by reason of th eir work, 
dusty and rough in th eir apparel: 
and so it is in the coarse clad tempest. 
whose hand and foot swing the shuttle, 
th at weaves the rainbow. Many C hris­ 
tians are dull, and stupid, and useless 
because they have not had disaster 
enough to wake them up. 
The bright­ 
est scarf th at heaven makes is thrown 
over the shoulders of storm. 
You 
cannot m ake a thorough C hristian 
life out of sunshine alone. 
T here are 
some very dark lilies in the ribbon of 
the rainbow : you must have in life the 
blue as well as the orange. 
M ingling 
all Hie colors of the form er makes 
white light; it takes all the shades and 
sadnesses and vicissitudes of life to 
make the white luster of a pure C hris­ 
tian character 
Your child asks you. “ Father, what 
m akes tho rainbow ?” 
and you say, 
“ It is the sunlight striking through 
the rain-drops.” Therefore I wondered 
how there could be a rainbow’ in 
heaven, since 
there are no storm s 
there; but then I conclude th at th at 
rainbow m ust be formed 
by the strik ­ 
ing of heaven’s sun-light through tho 
falling tears of earthly sorrow. W hen 
we see a man 
overwhelm ed with 
trouble, and his health goes, and his 
property goes, and his friends go, 
I 
say, “ Now we shall see the glory of 
God in this good m an’s deliverance.” 
As at N iagara Falls I saw, 
one day, 
ten rainbows spanning the 
aw’ful 
plunge of the cataract, 
so over the 
abyss of the C hristian’s trial hover 
the rich-hued wings of all the prom ­ 
ises. 
I notice th at the most beautiful 
things of this world are to be preserv­ 
ed in heaven. 
W hen you see the last 
color fade out from the rainbow’ of 
earth, you need not feel sad, for you 
w’ill see the rainbow’ round about the 
the throne. The story about the world 
burning up has given me many a pang. 
W hen I read th at P aris was besieged 
I said: 
“Nan’ the pictures and the 
statues in the Louvre and Luxem­ 
bourg will be destroyed, 
all those 
faees of Rem brandt, and those bold 
dashes of Rubens, and those enchant­ 
ments of 
R aphael on canvas, and 
those statuer of Cano va,” 
But is it 
not a more m elancholy thought that 
ruin is to come upon this great glory 
of the earth, la which the m ountains 
ara the chiseled sculptures, and upoi 
th e sky, in which tile 
“ transfigura* 
tion” of sunrise and sunset is hum 
w ith lobps and tassels of fire? 
I was relieved when I found that 
the pictures had been removed from 
the Louvre and the Luxembourg, and 
I am relieved now when I thin* thai 
the best parts of this earth are either 
to be removed or pictured in tho Good 
Land. 
The trees m ust tw ist in the- 
last fire—the oaks, 
and the ceda s 
and the maples, but in heaven there 
shall be the trees of life on the bank 
of the river, and the palm trees from 
which the conquerors shall pluck tln ii 
branches. 
The Hudson, and the St. 
Lawrence, and the Ohio shall boil in 
the last flame, but we shall have more 
than th eir beauty in the River of Life 
from under the throne. 
T he daisies, 
and the portulacas, and the roses of 
earth will w ither in the hot sirocco of 
the judgment, but John tells of the 
garlands w’hich the glorified shall weal 
and there m ust be flowers, or there 
could be no garlands, 
The rainbow on our sky," which is 


about the throne.” 
I have bat to 
look up to the radiant arch above the 
throne of God to assure myself that 
the most glorious things of earth are 
to be preserved in heaven. 
Then let 
the world burn: all th at will be worth 
saving will be snatched out of the fire. 
I see the tam e foundations of the 
wall 
of 
heaven. 
St. 
John 
announces the twelve foundations of 
this wall to be, tho first of „usper— 
yellow and red; the second of sapphire 
—a deep Value: the third, a chalcedony 
—a varied beauty; the fourth, emerald 
—a bright green 
color: the fifth, 
sardonyx—a bluish white; the sixth, 
sardius— red and fiery; the seventh, 
chrysolyte—golden hued; the eighth, 
beryl—a bluish green; the ninth, 
to ­ 
paz—a pale green mixed with yellow; 
the tenth, 
chrysoprasus—a 
golden 
bluish tint; the eleventh, acinte—fiery 
as the sunset; the twelfth, 
amethyst. 
But these precious stones are only the 
foundation of the wall of heaven—the 
most inferior part. 
On the to]) of this 
foundation there rises a m ighty wall 
of jasper—of birilliant yellow and 
gorgeous crimson. 
Stupendous catar­ 
act of color! 
Throne of splendor and 
sublimity. 
Yon see th a t the beautiful colors 
which are the robes of glory to our 
earth are to be forever preserved in 
this wall of heaven. 
Our skies ol 
blue, which sometimes seem alm ost to 
drop with richness of color, shall be 
glorified and eternized 
in tho deep, 
everlasting bluo of th at fiery stone 
which forms the second foundation of 
the heavenly wall. 
The green that 
sleeps on the brook’s bank and rides 
on the sea wave and spreads iO ban­ 
ners on the m ountain top shall bt 
eternized in tho em erald th at forms 
the fourth foundation of the heavenly 
wall. 
'i'he fiery flush of tile morning, the 
conflagration of the autum nal sunset, 
the electricity th at shoots 
its forked 
tongue out of tho thunder cloud, the 
flame at whose breath Moscow fell 
and zFtnas burn, shall bo eternized in 
the fiery jasper. 
It seems as 
if all 
earthly beauty were in one billow’ to 
bo dashed up against th at wall ol 
heaven; so th at the most beautiful 
things of earth will be kept either in 
tho wall, or the foundation, 
or the 
rainbow- round about the throne. 
I notice the unspeakable attractive­ 
ness of heaven. 
In other places the 
Bible tells us of the floor of Heaven— 
the waters, aud the stones, 
and the 
fruits; but now St. John tells us of the 
roof—the frescoed arch of eternity 
and the rainbow 
round about the 
throne, 
(jot a ticket, and, 
carefully 
guarded, you go into the royal factory 
at Paris where the Gobelin tapestries 
of the world are made, and seo how 
for years a man will sit putting in a 
ball of colored worsteds through the 
delicate threads, satisfied if he can in 
a day m ake so much as a finger’s 
breadth of beauty for a L ing’s canopy. 
But behold how my Lord, in one hour, 
with His two hands, twisted tho tapes­ 
try, now swung above tho throne, in­ 
to a rainbow of infinite glory. 
Oh, 
what a place heaven must be! 
You 
have heretofore looked at tho floor; 
this m orning take one glance at the 
ceiling. 
I notice what must bo the feeling of 
safety among the people of heaven 


G athered together from all parts of 
the earth they could float an ark larger 
than N oah’s. 
But the glorified, 
looking up the 
bow th at spans the throne, shall seo 
th at the deluge is over. 
No shivering 
wretch on the palace step; no blind 
man at the gate of the heavenly tem ­ 
ple asking for alms: no grinding up 
the screw on the coffin lid. 
They 
look up at the rainbow and read, in 
lines of yellow, and red, 
and green, 
and blue, and orange, and indigo, and 
violet, 
“ They shall hunger no more, 
neither th irst any more, neither shall 
tho sun light on them, nor any heat; 
for the Lam b which is in the midst of 
the throne shall feed them and shall 
lead them unto living fountains of 
waters, and God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes.”
